AT THE MEETING OF THE COUNTIES COMMITTEE OF THE CALIFORNIA PROMOTION COMMITTEE 





NE of the most important meetings ever held by 

development organizations in the State of Cali- 

fornia was that of the Counties Committee of the 

California Promotion Committee, held at Santa 
Barbara on December 16, 1905. This was the fourth semi- 
annual meeting of the Counties Committee, and the in- 
terest shown by the delegates from the various commercial 
organizations of the State indicates a strong interest in 
development work. Delegates from every county in the 
State assembled at the Hotel Potter, in Santa Barbara, and 
the business of the convention moved with remarkable 
celerity. In calling the convention to order Chairman Sbar- 
boro said: 


“Gentlemen: For the fourth time in two years I have the 
honor of calling the Counties Committee of the California 
Promotion Committee to order. 


“The first meeting was held properly at Sacramento, the 
Capital of the State. The second meeting was held in De- 
cember, 1904, in the enterprising and beautiful City of 
Pasadena. ‘The third meeting was held last May in the 
Garden City of San Jose, and today we meet in the San 
Remo of California on the beautiful Bay of Santa Barbara. 


“It has been the business for the past three years of the 
Promotion Committee to disseminate information of our 
great State to all parts of the world. We have not written 
in our publications a single word of exaggeration, knowing 
that the actual facts were all sufficient to bring people to us. 


“Tf the fact that we see new homes and new farms going 
up in all parts of the State, that we see former little towns 
becoming cities, and cities rapidly augmenting their popu- 
lation and increasing enormously the value of their proper- 
ties is an indication of the great progress which this State 
is making, then the work of our Promotion Committee 
and this Counties Committee is indeed bringing forth good 
fruit.” 


‘Joseph J. Perkins, chairman of the Santa Barbara 
Chamber of Commerce, was introduced and in glowing 
words extended the hospitality of the city to the delegates 
and to those who had accompanied them. He said in part: 
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“It becomes my duty, as also my very great pleasure, as 
the executive officer of the Chamber of Commerce of Santa 
Barbara, to extend to you a cordial, yea, a most heary wel- 
come to this beautiful city by the sea—the Naples of the 
Pacific Coast. 


“I am not familiar, gentlemen, with the details of the work 
of your organization, but in a general way I understand 
that we are trying to do, in a modest way, as a Chamber 
of Commerce, for Santa Barbara County, what you are 
endeavoring to do on a broader, grander scale for the whole 
State of California, to-wit: To prove to those living in less 
favored climes that California is the grandest State in the 
Union; that it not only has the richest soil and produces 
the greatest variety of agricultural and horticultural prod- 
ucts of any State in the Union, but that it is also, and es- 
pecially, the home of the orange, the lemon, the lime, the 
olive, the nut, the fig, and the vine. You have in hand a 
grand work, and we feel like bidding you God-speed in your 
worthy endeavors. Again I extend to you, collectively and 
individually, a cordial welcome to Santa Barbara.” 


Having accomplished the organization of this meeting 
the chairman appointed John H. Hartog, of Alameda, 
James A. Jasper, of San Diego, and George F. Roberts, 
of Napa, as a committee on credentials; and Colvin B. 
Brown, of Stockton; C. A. Moody, of Los Angeles, and 
FE. T. Allen, State Forester, as a committee on resolutions. 


The programme of the day was then proceeded with. 
This proved intensely interesting and particularly fruitful, 
as the topic for discussion, “California’s Need for Govern- 
ment Aid,’ was vital to each district represented. The 
address of Chester W. Burks, of San Francisco, contained 
the following statements: 


“To-day the question is not, how can the Federal Govern- 
ment assist the development of San Francisco, but why 
does the Federal Government fail to fully appreciate the 
port of San Francisco as the American base for the Asiatic 
trade? If the Federal Government were to recognize the 
very patent fact that the American invasion of Asia in the 
interest of the American trade cannot be managed from the 
Atlantic Coast, but must start from San Francisco, there 
would be no occasion for even thinking of the question 
‘How can the Federal Government assist San Francisco?’ 
The Federal Government would of its own volition increase 
the importance of the Mare Island Navy Yard, remove the 
dangerous rocks from San Francisco Bay, erect an immense 
depot for Quartermaster Stores and build docks for the 
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transport service at Black Point, thus bringing transport 
and warehouse together, assist the State in making easily 
navigable the Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers, aid the 
city in the plan for building docks in the harbor at Islais 
Creek and Indian Basin and make the Presidio a first-class 
military station.” 


Morris Brooke represented the Sacramento Valley and 
made the following remarks: 


“The thing most desired of the Federal Government by 
the Sacramento Valley is the irrigation of its semi-arid 
lands. 


“Co-ordinately with this proposition should be considered 
the matter which is of equal importance, of restoring navig- 
ability to the Sacramento River and its tributaries and the 
reclaiming of nearly a million acres of land from the annual 
overflow caused by the flood waters. The Government is 
under moral obligation to restore the navigability of the 
Sacramento River and its tributaries, from the fact that it 
permitted placer and hydraulic mining, the debris from 
which virtually destroyed the navigability of our rivers, 
and further was indirectly responsible to a large degree in 
rendering non-productive many thousands of acres of land. 
We not only want the navigability of the river restored. 
but we want it made possible for boats to carry more goods 
and produce. 


“The Department of Agriculture has one thousand trained 
scientists, all of whom are working for the farmers of the 
United States, and we ask that our representatives in Con- 
gress give these departments such financial assistance as 


they require.” 


J. S. Akerman, president of the San Diego Chamber 
of Commerce, read the address of William E. Smythe, of 
San Diego, on “Opportunities for Federal Aid South of 
the Tehachapi. He said in part: 


‘‘“A comprehensive system of forestry is the foremost 
need of the region. Public buildings can wait; harbor 
improvements can wait; irrigation projects can wait. But 
the watershed, which is the mother of streams, and hence 
the source of all the institutions of our social and economic 
life, can wait no longer. An aggresive policy by means 
of which the National Government should compel forest 
preservation and extension in spite of private greed and 
public indifference is all-important.” 


Mr. Smythe also discussed irrigation problems on the 
Colorado River and other streams, urging local co-opera- 
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tion with the Reclamation Service to secure better use of 
flood waters. He detailed the needs of southern cities in 
regard to harbor improvements and public buildings, vore~ 
ing the demand of San Pedro for modern fortifications 
adequate to the defence of port and harbor against great 
naval powers, like Japan and Germany. 


H. R. McNoble, representing the San Joaquin Valley, 
spoke in his usual virile manner, and said in part: 


“We deem the following subjects most important and 
most urgent at the present time: First—lIrrigation, fostered 
and controlled by the Federal Government. Second—Forest 
preservation. Third—The reclaiming of hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of land in this area, now alkaline or arid in 
their nature. Fourth—Increased appropriations for the 
maintenance and improvement of the navigability of the 
San Joaquin River. Fifth—The final consummation of the 
recession of the Yosemite Valley and Mariposa Big Tree 
Grove to the Federal Government. Sixth—We earnestly 
request that the Federal Government do not permit the ap- 
propriation of the waters of the high Sierras, the sources 
of which are upon the public domain and in the National 
Parks and Forest Reserves, by individuals or municipalities, 


Hon. George C. Pardee, Governor of California, ex- 
pressed the needs of the State as a whole in a strong and 
comprehensive speech, in which he said in part: 


“California, like every other State in the Union, is in 
need of assistance from the Federal Government. ‘This 
aid is needed in proportion to the magnitude and the 
multitude of interests which a State has that require the 
Government’s fostering care. The rule is the greater a 
State the greater the need for co-operation by the United 
States. California, being one of the greatest of all the 
States, her need for such co-operation is greater and more 
varied than that of a majority of the States. 


“The word co-operation is used advisedly, for no State 
deserves Federal aid which will not help itself. The 
relationship and the obligation are both mutual. Each 
State must not only help itself, but also help the others. 
As the National Government owes it as a duty to assist 
in the development of all the States, so the latter owe it 
as a duty to assist the Government to establish and pursue 
such a policy as will be for the common welfare of the 
whole country. 


“Appropriations are needed for more public buildings, 
for more lighthouses and life-saving stations and fog-bells 
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on our coasts, for more geological research in our mining 
districts and for various great works of internal develop- 
ment.” 


That the Sierra counties also require Government aid 
was conclusively shown by E. W. Holland, of Tuolumne 
county, who said in part: 


“The Federal Government has already done a great 
work in setting apart forest reserves in the mountain 
ranges of the Sierra counties and preserving for all time 
the sources of water supply necessary for the permanent 
maintenance of the mining, agricultural and manufacturing 
interests of that vast territory in the State that depends 
upon the rivers and streams that are fed by the water- 
sheds and snows of the Sierras. It is in the power of 
Congress, by enacting new laws and amending existing 
ones, to extend a larger measure of protection to the min- 
ing interests, which is the controling industry in these 
counties. The existing laws providing for the issuance 
of patents to mining property should be amended so that 
patents to mining ground could be obtained at small cost. 
Instead of prohibiting to private enterprises rights of way 
over reserves and parks, as it now does, the Federal Gov- 
ernment should use all reasonable and just means to 
encourage the construction of railroads, wagon roads, 
ditches, canals, pipe lines, electric power lines and other 
much needed and important improvements by granting, 
under reasonable restrictions, all such privileges free of 
cost.” 


L. W. Jefferson, of Hollister, Member State Publicity 
Committee, said in behalf of the central coast counties: 


“There are many ways in which the Federal Gov- 
ernment can assist the central coast counties. At pres- 
ent a survey is being made of the Bay of Monterey for a 
breakwater. There should also be a breakwater at Santa 
Cruz. Halfmoon May should also have a breakwater. 


“There should be a Federal building at Santa Cruz, whose 
population has increased to 10,000, making it eligible for 
one. 

“In the County of San Mateo there are 23,000 acres of 
swamp land which should be reclaimed by the Government. 
The Government should investigate for irrigation purposes 
the projects in the counties of San Benito, Monterey, and 
San Luis Obispo. The Government should also add to the 
forests by reforesting large areas, and should increase the 
protection of these forests from fire. 

“The Pinnacles region is said to possess scenic wonders of 
sufficient importance to justify the establishment of a Na- 
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tional Park. The southern part of the central coast sec- 
tion offers sites for military camps, among which no better 


can be found than that of the Naciemento in San Luis 
Obispo County.” 


In behalf of the San Francisco Bay counties Hon. 
Frank K. Mott, Mayor of Oakland, spoke at length, show- 
ing the needs of that part of the State for the aid in the 
power of the Government to give. He said in part: 


“Inasmuch as the Bay Counties border on the great har- 
bor of San Francisco Bay, their chief concern is for the 
development of this harbor in the interest of commerce, and 
therefore the question carries us to the subject of Federal 
control of the navigable waters of our nation. 


“Government supervision of trans-bay traffic should be 
close and exacting. There should be established ferry 
routes in some manner marked by buoys under Federal 
control so that dangers be reduced to the lowest minimum. 
One of the most important projects at present affecting bay 
county interests is the proposed construction of a railroad 
bridge across the Straits of Carquinez. To my mind it is 
essential that the bay and river traffic, which is carried on 
through these Straits, should be given the first considera- 
tion. The United States authorities should exercise the 
utmost care before permission be given to bridge Carquinez 
Straits. Not only should Federal supervision be given to 
the harbor itself, but to all of the navigable streams tribu- 
tary to the Bay of San Francisco. I beg to impress upon 
you that this committee can do no greater service to Cali- 
fornia than to keep ever before the public the splendid 
opportunities that San Francisco Bay offers, and to impress 
further the ever present need of a wise, honest and compre- 
hensive system of Government control of its open waters.” 


Judge B. F. Thomas, for the south coast counties, 
pointed out the prevailing prosperity of that part of the 
State, maintaining that it was but commensurate with 
that prosperity to create a port of entry at Santa Barbara. 
Judge Thomas urged emphatically that that city should 
have within its limits a resident representative of the Fed- 
eral Government. 

As a result of these discussions many resolutions 
were submitted by the delegates and referred to the com- 
mittee, which carefully considered them, and from the 
mass the spirit of the meeting was finally crystallized in 
the following, which were unanimously adopted: 


“WHEREAS, The Federal Government has shown 
an increasing interest in the preservation of our forests, 
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the conservation of our waters for irrigation, in» the im- 
provement of our rivers and harbors and in encouraging 


the development of our agricultural and other resources ; 
and, 


“WHEREAS, The great importance of these subjects 
warrants still further aid and attention, now, therefore, 
be it 

“RESOLVED, That the Counties Committee of The 
California Promotion Committee respectfully urges Con- 
gress and the different executive departments of our Gov- 
ernment and calls upon our Senators and Representatives 
in Congress to use all proper methods to carry out the 
recommendations hereinafter contained, to wit: 


“FIRST—Increased appropriations to be expended in 
conducting exhaustive surveys for the purpose of deter- 
mining what waters within the State are available for 
Federal control and distribution; for deciding upon such 
projects as may appear to be most feasible and desirable 
and for the carrying out of all projects which have here- 
tofore been favorably recommended by proper authority ; 


“SECOND—Liberal and continuing appropriations 
for the improvement and maintenance of the navigability 
of the rivers and harbors of our coast and for the con- 
struction of such breakwaters, lighthouses, quarantine 


stations and fortifications as may be to the advantage of 
the State and nation; 


“THIRD—An early determination of the international 
rights on the Colorado River and the solution with all 
practicable speed of the great engineering problems of that 
stream, to the end that all homes already established may 
be safeguarded and a vast area of land opened to settlement ; 


“FOURTH—Appropriations for the purpose of en- 
abling the Department of Agriculture to maintain a larger 
corps of experts in the exploitation of the possibilities of 
California agriculture, viticulture and horticulture, the 
establishments of experimental stations and what else may 
be necessary to meet the growing needs and new conditions 
constantly confronting those engaged in agriculture and its 
kindred branches in California; 


“FIFTH—That we strongly advocate the final con- 
summation of the recession of the Yosemite Valley and 
the Mariposa Big Tree Grove to the Federal Government 
and the uniting of those two areas with the Federal reserve 
now known as the Yosemite National Park. We recom- 
mend the prompt purchase of the Calaveras Big Tree 
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Grove as an addition to the National Park area. We com- 
mend the temporary withdrawal of the territory known 
as the Pinnacles in San Benito county, and recommend 
that this territory be also added to the National Park 
System ; 


“SIXTH—We urge active support of the forest reserve 
policy, especially by more adequate provision for the main- 
tenance, improvement and extension of the reserves. We 
commend the policy of the Forest Service in raising a 
revenue for this purpose by selling matured timber and 
charging a moderate fee for the use of the range, but 
believe this should be supplemented by more liberal Con- 
gressional appropriations. For the same purpose and to 
facilitate the development of timber consuming industries, 
we advise the repeal of that section of the statutes which 
imposes process of advertisement in forest reserve timber 
sales in California which are not required in other States. 
We also urge greater activity in replanting denuded areas 
and the acquisition of private property where it is neces- 
sary to the highest usefulness of the reserves. 


“Be it further RESOLVED, That a copy of these 
resolutions be forwarded to each member of the California 
delegation in Congress, to the Secretary of Agriculture, 
to the Secretary of the Interior, to the Director of Geo- 
logical Survey and to the Secretary of War.” 


Further resolutions were: 


“WHEREAS, The success of irrigation and drainage 
projects, for which we ask Federal aid, depends largely 
upon a sustained stream flow and protection from floods, 
which can be effectively maintained only by a forest and 
brush cover upon the watersheds; therefore, be it 


“RESOLVED, That this Committee, in convention and 
through its representatives, urge upon the Boards of Super- 
visors of mountain and foothill counties the necessity of 
their co-operation with the State Forester, as provided 
by law, in the establishment of organized local systems 
for the prevention of forest fires on areas not protected by 
the Government.” 


“WHEREAS, The railway and steamship transporta- 
tion companies of California have shown their interest in 
the work of development organizations of the State by 
granting specially low rates to the delegates to the meeting 
of the Counties Committee at Santa Barbara, be it 


“RESOLVED, That the thanks of this meeting be 
extended to the several transportation companies for their 
courtesy.” 
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“WHEREAS, The press of California has by its good 
will and generosity been of great assistance to the develop- 
ment organizations in the good work of building up the 
State; be it 


“RESOLVED, That the thanks of the Counties Com- 
mittee in meeting assembled be tendered to the press of 
California for its active co-operation in the past, and 
expresses the hope that this co-operation will continue on 
the same hearty and generous lines in the future.” 


“RESOLVED, By the Counties Committee of The 
California Promotion Committee, that the thanks of the 
delegates to this meeting be tendered the people of Santa 
Barbara, and especially the Santa Barbara Chamber of 
Commerce, for our cordial reception and the true Cali- 
fornia hospitality extended to us; that we cheerfully echo 
all that has been said about this charming and historic 
city of Sarita Barbara, this Naples of our Golden State, 
her beautiful harbor, her delightful climate, her protecting 
hills and ranges and her noble men and women.” 


The convention then adjourned to meet at Napa at 
the next semi-annual gathering, June 16, 1906. That 
evening they received the hospitality of the Santa Barbara 
Chamber of Commerce at a dinner.
